High  School  Auditorium,  in  said  Town  on  Tuesday,  the 
7th  day  of  March  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon.  Election 
of  officers  will  take  place  between  ten  o'clock  in  the  fore- 
noon and  six  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  Articles  2  through 
31  will  be  taken  up  at  7:30  P.M. 

Article  1.  To  choose  one  Selectman  for  three  years; 
Town  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  Highway  Agent,  Town  Clerk 
for  one  year;  Trustee  of  the  Fuller  Public  Library  for  three 
years;  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  for  three  years;  Water  Com- 
missioner for  five  years;  Fire  Conmiissioner  for  three  years; 
and  all  other  necessary  Town  officers  or  agents  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Article  2.  To  take  the  sense  of  the  qualified  voters 
whether  the  amendments  of  the  Constitution  proposed  by 
the  1971  session  of  the  General  Court  shall  be  approved. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  ratify  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  361.1  of  the  Laws  of  New  Hampshire, 
1971,  entitled  "An  act  changing  part  of  the  boundary  line 
between  the  Towns  of  Deering  and  Hillsborough,  as  required 
by  RSA  Chapter  51,  Section  9.",  or  take  any  other  action 
in  relation  thereto.  Sponsored  by  the  Selectmen. 

Article  4.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  Town  Officers  to  the 
Auditors,  the  reports  of  the  Auditors,  Agents,  Committees 
or  other  Town  Officers  heretofore  chosen  or  appointed,  and 
to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  5.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money 
as  may  be  necessary  for  Town  Officers'  salaries.  Town 
Officers'  expenses,  Town  Buildings,  Street  Lighting,  and  all 
current  expenses  of  the  Town.  Sponsored  by  the  Selectmen. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Fifty -eight  Thousand,  Three  Dollars 
and   Twenty-nine   Cents    ($58,003.29)    for   the   building,    re- 


pairing,  and  maintenance  of  highways,  bridges,  culverts, 
and  sidewalks.  Sponsored  by  the  Selectmen  and  Highway 
Agent. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  and 
empower  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  such  sums  of  money  as 
may  be  necessary  to  meet  current  expenses  of  the  Town 
and  in  anticipation  of  taxes.  Sponsored  by  the  Selectmen. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  sell  and  convey  by  deed,  under  such 
conditions  and  to  such  persons  as  the  Board  may  consider 
proper,  the  title  to  real  estate  taken  by  the  Town  in  default 
or  redemption  from  tax  sale.  Sponsored  by  the  Selectmen. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Nine  Thousand  Dollars  ($9,000.00) 
for  the  sealing  of  Town  roads  in  Hillsborough,  or  take  any 
other  action  relating  thereto.  Sponsored  by  the  Selectmen 
and  Highway  Agent. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  Two  Thousand  Dollars  ($2,000.00)  to  be 
applied  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  future  purchase 
of  Highway  Equipment.  Sponsored  by  the  Selectmen  and 
Highway  Agent. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  Twenty-five  Thousand  Dollars  ($25,- 
000.00)  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  4  wheel  drive  Truck, 
Plow  and  Sander  for  the  use  of  the  Highway  Department, 
or  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto.  Sponsored  by 
the  Selectmen  and  Highway  Agent. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  Two  Thousand,  Five  Hundred  Dollars 
($2,500.00)  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  Police  Cruiser, 
or  take  any  action  in  relation  thereto.  Sponsored  by  the 
Selectmen  and  the  Police  Chief. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($5,000.00)  to 
be  applied  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  future  pur- 
chase of  Fire  Department  Equipment.  Sponsored  by  the 
Selectmen  and  the  Fire  Commissioners. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  Three  Thousand  Dollars  ($3,000.00)  to 
be  applied  to  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  future  acquisi- 


tion  of  a  Town  Tax  Map.  Sponsored  by  the  Selectmen,  The 
Planning  Board  and  the  Conservation  Commission. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the 
sum  of  Two  Thousand  Dollars  ($2,000.00)  from  the  Sewer 
Department  income  for  the  purpose  of  operating  the  Sewer 
Department  for  the  year  1972,  or  take  any  other  action  in 
relation  thereto.  Sponsored  by  the  Water  Commissioners. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the 
sum  of  Fifteen  Thousand  Dollars  ($15,000.00)  from  the  Water 
Department  income  for  the  purpose  of  operating  the  Water 
Department  for  the  year  1972,  or  take  any  other  action  in 
relation  thereto.  Sponsored  by  the  Water  Conmiissioners. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the 
sum  of  Thirty-five  Hundred  Dollars  ($3,500.00)  to  be  with- 
drawn, as  required,  from  the  Water  Sinking  Fund  for  the 
purpose  of  improvements  to  the  Water  system  during  1972. 
Sponsored  by  the  Water  Commissioners. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
the  sum  of  Three  Thousand  Dollars  ($3,000.00)  to  be  with- 
drawn, as  required,  from  the  Sewer  Sinking  Fund  for  the 
purpose  of  improvements  to  the  Sewer  system  during  1972.

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  Four  Thousand  Dollars  ($4,000.00)  for 
operating  a  recreation  program  for  children.  Sponsored  by 
the  Selectmen. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  Eight  Hundred  Dollars  ($800.00)  for 
the  support  of  Band  Concerts  for  the  coming  season.  Spon- 
sored by  the  Selectmen. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Tov^n  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  Seven  Hundred,  Twenty-seven  Dollars 
($727.00)  to  aid  the  Concord  Hospital  in  Concord,  New 
Hampshire.  Sponsored  by  the  Selectmen. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  Two  Thousand  Dollars  ($2,000.00)  to 
be  applied  upon  the  account  of  the  Hillsboro  District  Nursing 
Association.  Sponsored  by  the  Selectmen. 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  One  Thousand  Dollars  ($1,000.00)  for 
preliminary  expenses  of  the  Bicentennial  Committee,  or 
take  any  action  relating  thereto.  Sponsored  by  the  Selectmen. 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 


propriate  the  sum  of  One  Thousand  Dollars  ($1,000.00)  to 
be  applied  to  the  Conservation  Commission  Fund  towards 
the  cost  of  acquiring  land  and  other  conservation  purposes 
in  the  interest  of  the  Town.  Sponsored  by  the  Conservation 
Commission. 

Article  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  advise  and 
instruct  the  Selectmen  to  transfer  the  administration  of  a 
100  foot  strip  of  land  along  the  Contoocook  River  on  all 
Town  land  not  presently  specified  for  use.  Sponsored  by  the 
Conservation  Commission. 

Article  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  as  an 
Ordinance  of  the  Town  of  Hillsborough  a  set-back  regulation 
providing  that  no  building  shall  be  located  within  Seventy- 
five  (75)  feet  of  the  average  mean  high- water  level  of  any 
lake,  pond,  or  any  stream  with  a  normal  year  'round  flow; 
exempting  any  pre-existing  lot,  the  size,  shape,  or  physical 
features  of  which  make  it  a  hardship  for  the  builder  or 
owner  to  comply,  or  take  any  other  action  in  relation  there- 
to.

Article  27.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  with 
respect  to  the  purchase  and  maintenance  of  a  second  Police 
Cruiser.

To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  with 
respect  to  the  employment  of  two  additional  full  time  police 
officers.  Sponsored  by  Petition. 

Article  29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  as  a 
department  of  the  Town  of  Hillsborough,  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  and  to  authorize  and  empower  the  Selectmen 
to  adopt  by-laws  and  regulations  for  the  operation  of  said 
Department,  said  Department  to  become  effective  as  of 
January  1,  1973,  or  to  take  any  other  action  in  relation 
thereto.  Sponsored  by  the  Selectmen. 

Article  30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  a 
public  highway  a  newly  constructed  roadway  which  runs 
northerly  from  the  Windsor  Road  through  land  of  John  K. 
and  Nancy  Folej^  and  land  of  Raymond  C.  and  Shirley 
Baker  to  a  point  in  a  stonewall  near  the  residence  of  said 
Baker;  said  right  of  way  being  fifty  (50)  feet  in  width  and 
in  accordance  with  deeds  tendered  to  the  Town,  and  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  convey  by  Quit  Claim  Deed  that 
portion  of  the  Old  Valhalla  Farm  Road  which  is  contained 
within  land  of  the  said  John  K.  and  Nancy  Foley  and  Ray- 


mond  C.  and  Shirley  Baker,  to  the  said  landowners  and  to 
discontinue  the  same  as  a  public  highway,  or  to  take  any 
other  action  in  relation  thereto.  Sponsored  by  the  Selectmen. 

Article  31.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

This  is  our  Year!  Our  Bicentennial  Year  -  one  that  will 
long  be  remembered  by  the  present  generations  as  were  the 
past  200  years  of  Hillsborough's  history.  Your  Bicentennial 
Committee  and  many  organizations  of  the  Town  are  pre- 
paring a  memorable  festival  come  July  13-16,  1972. 

While  preparing  your  Annual  Reports,  and  observing 
the  needs  of  the  Town,  we  note  these  items  for  your  consid- 
eration at  the  annual  Town  Meeting:  purchase  of  a  four 
wheel  drive  highway  truck  and  a  Police  Cruiser;  continuation 
of  TRA  program  and  street  sealing;  capital  reserve  funds 
for  Fire  Equipment,  Highway  Equipment  and  a  Tax  Map. 

This  year,  for  the  first  time,  a  warrant  article  will  be 
presented  to  establish  a  Department  of  Public  Works  which 
will  be  responsible  for  the  operations  of  the  Highway  De- 
partment, Water  Department,  Sewer  Department,  Cemetery 
Department  and  Town  Dump.  The  article  will  ask  that  a 
Committee  be  established  to  study  the  problem  and  set  up 
guidelines  for  operation  of  this  new  Town  Department. 

The  question  has  been  asked  frequently  when  the  Sew- 
erage Program  will  be  done.  As  of  this  time.  Federal  and 
State  funding  is  not  available  to  Hillsborough.  However,  it 
is  believed  that  Federal  funding  may  be  had  in  July,  1973, 
but  State  funding  may  still  be  a  problem.  In  the  meantime, 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  will  meet  with  local  citizens  re- 
garding necessary  easements,  and  other  preliminary  re- 
quirements.

ate it  well.  This  truck  is  equipped  with  a  two-stage  deluge 
gun  and  greatly  enhances  our  chances  of  containing  large 
fires.  Many  training  sessions  were  held  and  several  fire- 
men received  certificates. 

There  was  one  promotion  in  the  Hose  Company  —  Her- 
schel  Murdough  being  promoted  from  Fireman  to  2nd  Lt. 

The  Fire  Department  wishes  to  thank  everyone  for  their 
cooperation  in  making  Hillsboro  a  safer  town,  firewise,  for 
1971.  We  would  however,  like  to  call  attention  to  two  laws

The  major  accomplishment  of  the  Hillsboro  Rescue 
Squad  during  1971  was  the  purchase  of  a  new  fully  equipped 
emergency  ambulance.  An  intensive  fund  drive  raised  the 
$10,000  purchase  price  —  a  drive  that  involved  the  entire 
town  as  well  as  many  individuals  and  organizations  from 
surrounding  towns. 

The  heart-warming  stories  which  resulted  from  that 
drive  would  fill  a  book  —  youngsters  who  sponsored  carni- 
vals and  flea  markets  and  even  donated  their  piggy  banks, 
suppers  and  dances  held  specifically  for  the  drive,  retired 
residents  who  eagerly  donated  a  portion  of  their  meager 
social  security  income,  a  former  patient  who  gave  $1,000  in 
gratitude,  and  many  more. 
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It  is  this  type  of  support  that  gives  the  Rescue  Squad 
members  the  encouragement  to  donate  their  time  to  carry 
on  this  public  service.  In  1971,  this  service  consisted  of  115 
calls  in  eight  towns  as  follows:

The  squad  is  proud  that  its  service  is  totally  self-sup- 
porting and  does  not  burden  the  tax  rolls.  Through  projects 
such  as  paper  drives  and  the  selling  of  fire  extinguishers  and 
from  donations  and  memorial  contributions,  the  squad  main- 
tains and  insures  its  ambulance  as  well  as  maintaining  and 
purchasing  equipment. 

Members  are  continuing  their  quest  for  knowledge 
through  courses,  publications,  etc.  During  1971,  represen- 
tatives of  the  squad  spent  a  weekend  with  the  active  Bethes- 
da,  Md,  Rescue  Squad,  participating  in  calls  and  inspecting 
facilities.  Much  experience  was  gained  in  medical  fields 
such  as  drug  overdose,  that  Hillsboro  fortunately  has  not 
experienced. 

In  closing  this  fourth  annual  report  to  the  Town  of 
Hillsborough,  the  Rescue  Squad  gratefully  acknowledges  the 
financial  and  moral  support  from  businesses,  organizations, 
individuals  and  employers  which  made  the  accomplishments 
possible.    This  support  is  our  incentive  to  continue.

PARK   BOARD   REPORT 

The  Hillsboro  Park  Board  is  responsible  for  the  super- 
vision of  the  following  areas:  The  Fair  Grounds,  Butler 
Park,  Beard's  Brook  beach,  Manahan  Park  and  the  public 
beach  right  of  way  at  Emerald  Lake. 

At  the  Fair  Grounds,  the  big  diamond  was  reconditioned 
with  new  loam  and  seed  to  enable  the  High  School  baseball 
team  to  play  this  past  spring.  The  soccer  field  was  also  recon- 
ditioned. The  little  league  diamond  is  in  the  process  of 
being  reconditioned.  However,  this  work  did  not  impede  the 
excellent  handling  of  the  little  league  team  under  the  able 
coaching  of  Robert  Smith  and  Gardner  Sherlock.  Thanks 
also  go  out  to  Donald  Fuller  and  Clark  Smith,  who  coached 
the  minor  league  and  Al  Boisvert  who  coached  the  farm 
team.  The  younger  children  enjoyed  the  see -saws  and 
swings,  both  of  which  had  repairs  and  new  coats  of  paint. 
A  new  sandbox  was  created  out  of  the  old  bandstand  foun- 
dation. 

Once  again,  The  Lions  Club  of  Hillsboro  came  through 
with  the  spring  sprucing  up  of  Beard's  Brook  and  Man- 
ahan Park,  which  was  greatly  appreciated.  During  'the 
summer,  Manahan  Park  was  liie  delight  of  many  towns- 
people. Swimming  lessons  were  popular  under  the  able 
instruction  of  Tom  Walton  and  Mary  Jane  Colton.  Many 
of  the  children  were  transported  to  and  from  Manahan 
Park  in  busses,  thus  making  swimming  and  sunbathing 
available  to  many  children.  The  beach  at  Manahan  also 
saw  some  improvement  with  the  widening  of  available  beach 
by  €0  feet  on  one  side  and  40  feet  on  the  other  side  to  enable 
greater  use  by  more  people.  One  of  the  major  efforts  of 
the  Park  Board  will  be  seen  in  the  improved  boat  landing. 
This  is  mainly  due  to  the  generosity  of  Walter  Amadio  who 
agreed  to  give  the  Town  his  half  of  the  right-of-way  road 
that  leads  to  the  boat  landing. 

One  means  of  making  the  town  facilities  more  readily 
available  to  its  residents  was  to  open  Manahan  Park  on  a 
twenty-four  hour  basis.  Another  was  to  allow  fires  in  en- 
closed areas  for  cookouts,  thus  trying  to  make  Manahan 
Park  a  real  family  park. 

The  Park  Board  found  itself  with  five  new  members 
in  March  when  it  was  time  to  think  about  Spring  and  Sum- 
mer recreation.  Some  of  the  needed  supervision  and  care 
might  have  been  overlooked.  However,  the  Park  Board  is 
working  hard  to  maintain  and  improve  the  recreational 
facilities  entrusted  to  us.

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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

1971  was  not  a  year  of  visible  achievement  for  the  Hills- 
borough Planning  Board  or  of  any  significant  progress  in 
the  business  of  planning  for  the  Town's  future  growth.  The 
Board  met  regularly  twice  a  month  and  held  two  or  three 
special  meetings.  As  in  1970,  the  biggest  percentage,  by  far, 
of  the  Board's  time  was  devoted  to  the  routine  processing  of 
subdivision  applications.  There  were  twenty-two  of  these 
during  the  year,  five  of  which  were  major  and  required 
public  hearings.  Two  variances  were  passed  on  to  the 
newly-created  Board  of  Appeals.  In  addition,  the  Board 
was  represented  either  by  a  member  in  attendance  or  by  a 
deposition,  at  all  trailer  hearings. 

The  balance  of  the  Board's  meeting  time  was  spent  in 
attempting  to  develop  policies  and  procedures  designed  to 
speed  up  the  processing  of  subdivisions.  For  two  years  the 
volume  of  subdivision  applications  has  precluded  practically 
any  other  form  of  Board  activity.  The  result  is  that  the 
Board  has  failed  in  at  least  two  of  its  major  objectives  for 
the  past  year:  the  updating  of  the  1960  report  and  progress 
toward  developing  a  basic  zoning  ordinance.  In  fact,  no 
planning  activities  of  any  consequence  have  been  undertaken. 
However,  by  standardizing  procedures  and  adopting  a  few 
fundamental  policies  for  guidance,  the  processing  of  sub- 
division applications  should  be  accomplished  with  consider- 
ably more  efficiency.  In  consequence,  the  Board  has  tenta- 
tively adopted  a  policy  for  1972  of  dealing  with  subdivision 
matters  at  only  one  meeting  a  month  -  the  second  Monday  - 
and  reserving  the  second  meeting  for  planning  matters  alone. 

If  this  schedule  proves  feasible,  the  Board  will  make 
every  effort  to  present  a  simple  zoning  ordinance  to  the 
Town  in  1972.  The  questions  asked  and  the  opinions  ex- 
pressed by  the  public  to  members  of  the  Board,  both  pri- 
vately and  at  public  hearings,  indicate  that  there  is  a 
growing  concern  and  interest  in  further  land-use  regulation 
beyond  that  afforded  by  the  subdivision  ordinances.  The 
only  way  to  discover  the  extent  of  this  concern  and  to  de- 
termine whether  the  people  of  Hillsboro  will  choose  to  accept 
or  reject  further  land-use  regulation  is  to  give  them  the  op- 
portunity to  discuss  and  to  act.  It  is  apparent  that  the  time 
has  come  to  create  this  opportunity  and  equally  apparent 
that  the  only  method  of  doing  this  is  through  presentation  of 
a  zoning  ordinance. 

In  addition,  the  Board,  to  satisfy  its  own  needs,  has  been 
exploring  the  possibility  of  acquiring  detailed  maps  of  the 
Town.    Certain  maps  covering  a  sizeable  portion  of  the  Town 
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have  already  been  acquired  at  small  expense.  Now,  with 
the  new  State  law  requiring  a  Town  Tax  Map  by  1980,  this 
project  acquires  additional  significance.  The  Board  feels 
that  for  many  reasons  everj'-  effort  should  be  made  to  ex- 
pedite the  complete  mapping  of  the  Town. 

Once  again,  for  the  benefit  of  anyone  contemplating  a 
subdivision  project,  it  should  be  pointed  out  that  there  is 
on  hand  in  the  Town  Office  a  number  of  necessary  forms 
and  explanatory  literature  for  both  Planning  Board  and 
Water  Pollution  Board  requirements  and  that  for  anyone 
who  needs  or  would  like  further  advice  or  help,  the  Chair- 
man or  any  member  of  the  Board  will  be  glad  to  assist  in 
any  way  possible.

HILLSBORO  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

Twelve  meetings  were  held  in  1971,  in  several  of  which 
the  following  organizations  were  represented  as  sharing 
common  concerns:  The  Hillsboro-Deering  School,  Nathaniel 
Hawthorne  College,  Planning  Board,  Park  Board,  Deering 
Conservation  Commission  and  Rod  and  Gun  Club,  and  State 
Association  of  Conservation  Commissions.  In  addition,  dis- 
cussions were  held  with  the  Deering  Lake  Association,  Hen- 
niker  Conservation  Commission,  Fox  State  Forest,  Bird  and 
Garden  Club,  and  Town  Health  Officer. 

ATTENDANCE  AT  OTHER  MEETINGS:  Your  chair- 
man attended  two  East -West  Highway  hearings,  tw^o  Yankee 
Atomic  Power  Plant  hearings,  the  Annual  Meetings  of  the 
Maine  and  the  New  Hampshire  State  Associations  of  Con- 
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servation  Commissions;  testified  in  support  of  State  legisla- 
tion to  control  power  plant  sitings,  water  pollution,  pesticide 
and  detergent  use,  billboards,  and  designation  of  scenic  roads. 
The  bill  she  prompted  for  a  study  on  population  in  the  State 
was  defeated  -  as  well  as  the  bill  (tabled)  on  open-space 
taxation.  The  need  for  limited  zoning  (guided  development 
based  on  soil  capability)  to  preserve  our  important  open 
spaces,  scenic  features,  and  water  table,  was  again  affirmed 
to  our  Planning  Board  since  limited  local  zoning  should  be 
preferable  to  State  regulations  in  any  event.  The  possibility 
of  engaging  an  open-space  planner  with  matching  Ford 
Foundation  funds  (through  the  Society  for  the  Protection  of 
New  Hampshire  Forests)  has  been  discussed  with  the  Plan- 
ning Board.  Because  of  the  expense  to  the  Town  involved, 
we  recommend  no  action  be  taken  this  year. 

ASSISTANCE  TO  LOCAL  GROUPS:  A  trail-mapping 
project  and  swamp  survey  by  the  Boy  Scout  Troop  Number 
84  was  encouraged.  Project  material  was  submitted  to  the 
Brownie  Troop  leader.  Edwina  Czajkowski  (former  Com- 
mission member)  kindly  supplied  copies  of  her  Concord 
School  System  Environmental  Education  material  to  our 
Lower  School  for  a  series  of  projects.  Her  contribution  to 
the  Commission  is  hereby  gratefully  acknowledged.  Chandler 
Mosher  has  sparked  a  wood  duck  box  project  in  the  Hills- 
boro-Deering  Cooperative  School. 

After  a  meeting  with  a  representative  of  the  Emerald 
Lake  Shores  Association,  the  Commission  prompted  legal 
proceedings  against  continued  pollution  violations  there. 

Negotiations  for  easements  with  abutters  on  two  brooks 
proved  futile;  the  possibility  of  establishing  a  Contoocook 
River  Association  is  being  explored. 

NATURAL  AREAS:  With  the  help  of  Commission 
members  and  the  Boy  Scouts,  a  picnic  area,  parking  area, 
and  simple  trails  were  established  at  the  House  Rock  Park 
in  preparation  for  a  guided  walk  there  for  the  public  last 
summer. 

The  increasing  use  of  Gleason's  Falls  was  checked  peri- 
odically during  the  summer.  Litter  pick-up  by  the  young 
people  was  encouraged,  a  refusal  on  the  Turner  Camp  above 
the  Falls  was  submitted,  and  proved  pollution  below  the 
Falls  was  checked  out  with  the  Health  Officer  and  State 
Water  Pollution  Commission.  The  question  of  overnight 
camping  was  reviewed  with  a  number  of  State  and  local 
authorities;  plans  were  proposed  for  alternative,  improved 
facilities  at  the  Fox  Forest  Camp  Groimds  next  summer. 
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Both  Gleason's  Falls  and  the  House  Rock  Park  sites  were 
reported  for  the  New  England  Regional  Commission's  Sur- 
vey of  outstanding  natural  areas  in  New  Hampshire. 

Thanks  to  a  suggestion  of  former  member,  Walter  Love- 
joy,  the  Commission  presented  a  Bicentennial  Commemor- 
ative Medal  to  the  donors  of  Gleason's  Falls  (depicted  on 
the  coin). 

A  questionnaire  on  the  Town's  assets,  liabilities,  and  po- 
tential development  was  circulated  among  the  townspeople 
in  a  number  of  ways.  The  sixty  rephes  were  analyzed  for 
useful  information  which,  in  addition  to  its  provision  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  Planning  Board,  formed  the  basis 
for  the  following  actions  of  the  Commission:  1.  Reviewed 
with  the  State  Highway  Department  the  unsightly  billboards 
along  Route  9,  resulting  in  the  removal  of  25  and  the  repair 
of  20,  thus  assuring  continued  Federal  and  State  funds  for 
highway  maintenance;  2.  Candied  forward  the  planting  of  ten 
street  trees  with  the  cooperation  of  Donald  Bonnette  and 
Edward  Devlin  of  the  Commission,  the  former  Fish  and 
Game  Club,  and  property  owners;  3.  Interviewed  abutters 
to  scenic  dirt  roads  and  learned  that  the  great  majority 
wished  to  see  them  preserved,  others  would  if  it  were  not  for 
the  dust.  Investigations  proved  that  crank  case  oil  was 
preferable  to  calcium  chloride  to  alleviate  this  nuisance; 
4.  Initiated  negotiations  with  the  State  Fish  and  Game  Com- 
mission and  property  owners  abutting  a  fine  swamp  for  its 
development  as  a  wildlife  area;  5.  Called  to  the  attention 
of  the  Hillsboro  Historical  Society  the  need  to  preserve  the 
Gleason  Falls  Bridge  with  discussion  of  other  historic  sites; 
6.  Followed  efforts  of  other  towns  in  various  methods  of 
solid-waste  disposal  before  initiating  steps  for  Hillsboro. 
Facilities  for  recj^cling  on  the  school  grounds  and  at  the 
Dump  are  now  underway  with  the  assistance  of  the  Hillsboro 
Bird  and  Garden  Club. 

Eighteen  news  releases  covered  many  of  the  items  de- 
scribed above  (also  two  on  picking  wild  flowers).  A  new 
column,  "Strictly  for  the  Birds",  by  Miriam  Bonnette  was 
prompted   and  is  receiving  enthusiastic  response. 

After  five  years  of  service,  the  Chairman's  term  is  up. 
She  leaves  the  Commission  in  able  hands  and  wishes  to 
thank  all  who  have  cooperated  in  bringing  the  Commission 
far  along  the  path  of  guarding  our  priceless  heritage  - 
Hillsborough. 

The  Town's  votes  for  appropriations  have  been  particu- 
larly appreciated  as  a  sign  of  confidence  in  our  goals.     To 
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strengthen  our  position,  the  sum  of  $200  for  running  expenses 
is  asked;  and  $1,000  for  the  Conservation  Fund  in  1972.

BICENTENNIAL  COMMISSION  REPORT 

During  the  past  year  the  Bicentennial  Commission  has 
laid  the  groundwork  for  the  celebration  of  the  200th  anni- 
versary of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Town  of  Hillsborough, 
which  took  place  in  November,  1772. 

However,  the  celebration  dates  agi'eed  upon  by  the 
committee  will  take  place  on  July  13th  to  July  16th  of  this 
year.  We  have  been  working  with  individuals,  and  represen- 
tatives of  various  organizations,  and  plans  are  well  formulated 
for  dances,  baseball,  horseshoes,  golf,  and  other  sporting 
events,  a  firemen's  muster,  band  concert,  fireworks,  and  of 
course  an  outstanding  parade. 

Funds  to  cover  the  cost  of  events  are  being  obtained 
from  three  sources: 

1.  Silver  and  bronze  commemorative  coins,  bearing  the 
seal  of  the  Town  on  one  side,  and  a  view  of  Gleason 
Falls  and  the  bridge  on  the  other.  Sale  of  these  coins 
is  going  well,  and  both  silver  and  bronze  coins  are 
still  available; 

2.  Glassware,  mugs,  and  tankards  bearing  the  Town 
seal.  These  are  now  on  sale,  and  we  hope  will  attract 
the  buying  interest  of  townspeople; 

3.  Buttons,  which  will  be  on  sale  later  in  the  spring,  and 
are  a  "must"  buy  for  everyone. 

The  Town  has  advanced  additional  funds  over  and  above 
the  original  appropriation,  as  it  was  necessary  to  pay  the  full 
cost  of  the  coins,  glassware,  mugs,  etc.  These  costs  have  been 
met,  and  part  of  the  funds  advanced  have  already  been  re- 
paid. 

With  the  help  of  all  individuals,  organizations,  the 
Messenger  -  which  plans  a  bicentennial  edition  -  our  cele- 
bration will  be  an  event  to  participate  in,  to  enjoy,  and  to 
remember  long  after.

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FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN'S  REPORT 

Lest  We  Forget  —  It  Can  Happen  Here 

Disastrous  forest  and  brush  fires  that  destroy  hundreds  of 
homes  are  more  prevalent  on  the  westcoast  with  their  dry 
seasons  and  strong  dry  hot  winds,  but  25  years  ago  this  fall 
is  the  anniversary  of  a  disaster  that  devastated  large  areas 
of  northern  New  England  leaving  villages  in  ashes  with  rows 
of  cellar-holes  and  chimneys  in  a  number  of  summer  va- 
cation home  locations.  Many  lives  were  lost  on  that  de- 
structive day  of  October  23,  1947.  Nothing  could  stop  the 
wind-driven  flames. 

It  is  true  that  such  conditions  are  unusual  for  New  Hamp- 
shire but  they  happened  once,  they  can  happen  again.  The 
fuel  for  fires  is  ail  around  us.  All  it  takes  is  a  firebrand. 
Only  by  cultivating  a  habit  of  carefulness  with  fire  at  all 
times  can  we  meet  the  challenge  of  protection  when  dry  con- 
ditions prevail.    Please  let  these  reminders  be  your  guide: 

1.  Never,  either  when  walking,  riding  or  driving,  discard 

a  fire-brand  -  a  lighted  match  or  a  glowing  cigarette. 

2.  Always  obtain  a  permit  for  any  outside  burning.     The 

burning  of  household  rubbish  is  not  permitted  if  your 
town  has  rubbish  collection.  Burning  of  grass  or  gar- 
den litter  can  be  dangerous.     See  your  warden  first. 

3.  If  you  camp  or  picnic,  be  sure  open  fires  are  allowed 
and  if  they  are,  put  them  DEAD  OUT  when  leaving. 

4.  MOST   IMPORTANT    -   instruct  your   children  in   the 

danger  of  the  lighted  match.  A  lighted  match  and  dry 
grass  or  forest  litter  is  a  dangerous  combination  which 
leads  to  destructive  loss  and  can  lead  to  tragedy. 

The  past  year  -  1971  was  a  favorable  year  for  the  control 
of  fires.    There  were  too  many  fire  starts  in  some  towns.  We 
thank    those    who    remembered    and    ask    others    to    heed 
Smokey's  message.
